Presiding officers this year will not 
face the hard task of making com- 
mittee appointments, This is the sec- 
ond regular session for this legisla- 
tive body and committees carry over 
from last year. The only appoint- 
ments to be made will be to fill places 
of four members. Three of these 
«hanges have been necessitated by 
death and one by resignation. 

Giovernor’s Message. 

Governor Clifford Walker will de- 
iver his message to the legislature on 
‘Thursday morning. It has not been 
decided whether he would deliver the 
message in person or merely transmit 
it. He had not completed the paper 
Vnesday, and stated that it was not 
likely he would have if in final shape 
until shortly before the hour for its 
transmissal, 

It is understood

New York, June 24.—Forgetful for 
the moment of its bitter rivalries 
over candidates and policies, the dem- 
ocratic national convention began its 
sessions in .Madison Square Garden 
today with a militant ‘demonstratiou 
of party enthusiasm. 

Mecting only to go through the 
furmalities of effecting a preliminary 
organization, the delegates indulged 
in a 20-minute old-time democratie 
demonstration in honor of Woodrow 
Wilson and cheered to the echo a key- 
ncte speech in which Senator Pat Har- 
rison pleaded foe party harmony and 
a reconsecration to the fnudamental 
principles of democracy. 

Then, after three hours of oratory 
and noise~ making, the convention ad- 
journed until tomorrow, leaving its 
committee to work out details of 
its organization while the managers 
for the seore of candidates for the 
presidency continued their prepara- 
tions for battle. 

No Voices Raise Debate. 

Not. a voice was raised in protest 
or debate at any stage in the pro- 
ceedings. Picking their words andl 
making their plans warily, party offi- 
cials,, steered the convention away 
from ‘the dangerous passages that lie 
in its course and left it to the com- 
mittees and to later sessions te de- 
velp the full force of the conflicting 
curreuts that are moving beneath the 
surface. 

Aside from the contest over the 
nomination, which appeared to have 
undergone no material change during 
the day, the most difficult of the con- 
vention’s problems rest tonight in 
the platform committee which began 
ite labors immediately after its ap- 
pointment at the opening convention 
session. Far into tonight its leaders 
bittled over prohibition, fem relief, 
foreign policies and the klin issue, 
with no agreement in sight. 

Oid Rules Stand. 

The rules committee speedily put 
an end to the much discussed move 
to do away with the old rules requir- 
ing a two-thirds vote of the conven-

OMMITTEE HEARS 
UNLY 2 CONTESTS 


New York, June 24.—Contests from 
Minnesota and Oregon were disposed 
of in a colorful four-hour session to- 
night of the committee on credentials 
of the democratic national convention. 
Sponsors of a third petition, from 
Pennsylvania, failed to appear to 
state their case and the cemmittee 
voted no contest. Protracted debate 
and seasons of involved parliamentary 
wrangling marked the committee 
hearings, which were presided over 
by a feminine organization—Mrs. Le- 
Roy Springs, of South Carolina, as 
chairman, and Miss Darden Moose, 
of Arkansas, as secretary. 

Eleven delegates, one less than half 
cf the delegation, were involved in the 
Minnesota contest, in which Mrs. An- 
gie V. Kingsley, chairman of the 
Hennepin county (Minneapolis) dem- 
ocratic central committee, branded 
the Minnesota state convention, which 
selected the delegation, as “hoss-con- 
trolled. boss-ridden and illegal.’”’ She 
asked that the four delegates-at-large, 
the delezates from the fourth, fifth 
and tenth district, and Ray G. Far- 
rington, of the seventh district, he un- 
seated. Z. H. Austin, a member of 
the democratic state central commit- 
tee, joined in the petition, but was 
not present in person before the com- 


mittee. 


Contest Is Dismissed. 

Representatives of the certified 
delegates responded that the contested 
county delegations had been passed 
upon by latge majorities in the state 
convention. L. W. H. Hodges, com- 
mittee member from Lousiana, sug- 
gested that ‘the internal political 
conabbles of Minnesota” were not 
within the jurisdiction of the national 
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convention and a motion to dismiss 
rried 


the contest ca almost wunan- 
mously. , 

The Oregon difficulty, viewed by 
the contestants as involving the or- 
ganization delegation and to a large 
degree the McAdoo fortunes in the 
Oregon balloting, resulted in the seat- 
ing of Judge T. C. Burke, as alternate 
for Frank S. Myers, of Portland, as 
delegate-at-large. Miss Claire Pierce, 
daughter of Governor Pierce, had been 
certified by the state central commit- 
tee as Myers’ alternate and the con- 
test was on the question as to with 
vrhom rested the power to name the 
alternate. 

Caucus Action Nullified. 

The decision in favor of Judge 
Burke is regarded as having nulli- 
fied the Oregon organization caucus 
today, in which John H. Stevenson, 
of Portland. was named chairman, 
after four delegates had bolted and 
the delegation now is faced with the 
task of organizing anew, with five 
vetes on the side of Stevenson and 
five on the side of the bolting fac- 
tion, headed by Charles A. Carter, of 
Freewater, and Mrs. Alexander 
Thompson, of Portland. 

Will R. King, national committce- 
man-elect, argued for the seating of 
Judge Burke, charging that the move 
to seat Miss Pierce was a subterfuge 
to weaken the MeAdoo strength on 
the delegation. The vote to seat 
Judge Burke was 20 to 14.

Out of only 19 tick- 
ets divided between Mrs. McIntyre 
and Mr. Howell after the 91 had been 
given the Georgia delegation, Mr. 
Howell had to deny more than one 
thousand applications from Georgia 
democrats in New York to attend the 
convention. Chairman Hull himself 
wrote each committeeman asking that 
the Victory club members be provided 
with tickets from their state allot- 
ments. The boxes in the convention 
hall have been svld to liquidate the 
committee’s debt, and although it in- 
herited a debt of $200,000 from the 
last campaign, this debt has been 
liquidated and the new campaign will 
start with a practicfl debt-free com- 
mittee.

GWATHMEY WINS 
VERDICT IN SUIT 
BROUGHT BY WIFE 


New York, June 24.—On instruc- 
tions from Justice Vernon M. Davis, 
a jury in the supreme court has ren- 
dered a verdict in favor of Archibald 
B. Gwathmey, Jr., wealthy cotton 
broker, in the divorce suit brought by 
Mrs. Isabelle Coomes Gwathmey. 

After much testimony by tradesmen 
and apartment house attendants as to 


Gwathmey’s visits to the flat occupied 
by Mrs. Betsy C. Judd, named as co- 
respondent, counsel for Mrs. Judd and 
counsel for Gwathmey moved that the 
complaint be dismissed. Justice Davis 
suggested the move, instead, that 
the jurors be instructed to .reply in 
the negative to each of the charges of 
wrongdoing. 

The Gwathmeys were married while

The distressing conditions that con- 
front agriculture when other industries 
specially favored are prosperous 
should at least appeal to the stony 
hearts of this administration.

There can be 
no market if the tariff gates are closed 
against her by other countries as are 
our own, Such a sordid policy of 
selfishness upon the part of this ad- 
ministration not only delays European 
rehabilitation but forces upon the 
American masses higher prices for 
homemade goods. Custom receipts do 
not prove the success or failure of 
tariff laws. A tariff that in normal 
times might be prohibitive, in ab- 
normal times is but a license to the 
conscienceless profiteer to extort from 
and gouge the America consumer.

In the ab- 
normal conditions of the world today 
the result is that, with an exorbitant 
tariff, our government may perhaps 
get more revenue but the European

A tariff law that unfettered buoyant 
hope and fledged ambition’s best ef- 
forts. A tariff law that transformed 
a weapon of oppression into an instru- 
ment of usefulness. A tariff law so 
nicely adjusted to world conditions 
that our international trade balance 
reached the highest peak in all its 
history. 

Uninfluenced by war conditions, at 
its lowest ebb it gave to the United 
States a favorable balance of trade 
$380,000,000 more than the present 
indefensible law afforded at its high 
est. At its peak it exceeded by $3,- 
000,000,000 “the highest under the re- 
publican law. 

A federal reserve law that emanci-

New York, June 24.—The most 
completely organized movement ever 
employed by women to make their 
political ideas prevail has been 
brougbt before the democratic nation- 
al convention. 

Progress in organization, the watch- 
word of the democratic women was 
demonstrated before the first session 
of the resolutions committee. Women 
have Presented their demands for in- 
corporation into the platforms of both 
major parties in the past but never 
before has a complete program been 
set forth. 

Through the national advisory com- 


mittee on planks of interest to wom-| 


en, organized by Mrs. Franklin Roose- 
velt at the instance of the demo- 
cratic national committee, the organ- 
ized women of the country drafted 
a platform so statesmanlike and so 
general in scope that it might well 
be adopted as the official 
plan. 


Is Carefully Sifted Program. 


The document was written 
the requests of women’s organizations 


all over the country were sifted ond! women’s org 


analyzed by the committees. It rep- 
resents the desires and interests of 
the thinking womanhood of the na- 
tion, 

Conservation of natural resources 
of public lands, oil, water power and 
coal lands, was the first plank in the 
feminine platform, and second in the 
eyes of the women is the interna- 
tional problem. ‘The foreign relaticns 
plank in their programs comes out 
flatly for immediate entrance into the 
League of Nations with the necessary 
safeguards to protect our national 
independence. It also demands 
prompt entry into the permanent 
eourt of international justice and of- 
ficial participation in all conferences. 

Propose New Department. 

Feonomic cooperation was request- 
ed by a plank urging a b»reau of vo- 
cational training in home economies 
on an equal footing with the bureau 
of agriculture and trades in the de- 
partment of agriculture, a department 
of education with a secretury in the 
cabinet was proposed. 

Condemnation of the treitment at 
present aceorded the Indians, with a 
proposal for a more. constructive 
policy concerning them and their 
wealth, and a reform in the civil serv- 
ice which should put under the civil 
service law all postmasters and all in- 
ternal revenue officers was suggested. 

Removal of all inequalities and di~ 
eriminations against women hy spe- 
cifie legislation was advocated, us 
well as an eight-hour day nnd a mini- 
mim wage law for women. 

An emphatic dry plank was pro- 
posed in no uncertain ierms. “The 
women’s dry plank did not compro.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


The Georgia legislature, which 


opens its regular session of fifty 


days this morning, comes to the, 


capitol this year facing some of the 
most important issues, for the fu- 
ture welfare of the state, that have 
ever been before that body. 

Perhaps the proposed bond is- 
sue for the building of a great sys- 
tem of statewide, hard-surfaced 
highways is, in popular estimation, 
one of thc most pressing questions 
to be decided. Backers of this pro- 
posal have worked out a plan where- 
by the state will secure all the 
money needed for the building of 
these roads within the next five 
years, without adding anything at 
all to the tax burden of any indi- 
vidual or corporation in the state. 

Another matter of statewide in- 
terest is the bill for biennial ses- 
sions. This measure has already 
passed the senate and comes before 
the house as unfinished business 
from last year. Its passage will be, 
its advocates declare, one of the 
greatest blessings ever to come to 
Georgia, *in that it will make every 
other year one without the disturb- 
ance of politics and legislative ar- 
gument to interfere with the steady 
advance of business, agriculture and 
manufacturing in the state. Cou- 
pled with this measure is another 
which would do away with biennial 
election years, making all state 
house officials hold office for four 
yeaws. 

Then there are bills proposed to 
provide a civil service system for 
all employees of state departments 
and institutions; to provide penal- 
ties for all qualified voters who fail 
to exercise their right of franchise, 
and for numerous other important 
purposes. 

It is also considered certain that 
another attempt to reform the state 
tax system will be made. It is ac- 
xnowledged by all that some sort 
of reform of this nature is desir- 
able. Just what the character of 
this reform should be seems, as yet, 
undetermined. Determined efforts 
to bring it about last year, both dur- 
ing the regular session and in the 
extraordinary session called for that

Here arises the question, Will 
man ever be able to store up the 
heat of the summer and use it as 
he needs it during the winter? 

We have inherited our present 
climatic conditions just as we in- 
herited the primeval wilderness—a 
roadless and houseless world—and 
which we did not permit to remain 
so. During its long conflict with 
raw nature the mind of man has ac- 
complished many wonderful things, 
then why is it not possible that some 
day means may be supplied by which 
the heat of the summer which we 
now, in our impotent helplessness, 
permit to go to waste, may be 
stored up and released by pressing 
a button or turning 2 scfew 
needed when winter comes? 


STOP THE ROBBERIES. 
A grave situation confronts the 
government in its efforts to put an 


end to the mail robberies which be- 
gan with the holaup of an aged 
mail agent in Chicago, March 25, 
and in less than three months has 
resulted in a harvest of loot 
amounting to $3,285,000. 

Beginning with the Chicago hold- 
up, which netted the robbers $150,- 


000, the amounts obtained by them 


rapidly increased until the climax 
was reached when $3,000,000 was 
taken in the raid on the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul. 

That such a thing can go on is 
inconceivable, and the government 
officials will doubtless take ade- 
quate steps—whatever steps are 
necessary—to put an end to these 
mail robberies before they become 
epidemic and the history of 1920, 
when losses to the amount of 
$6,000,000 were sustained, is re- 
peated. : 

It may not be deemed advisable 
to use the marines, as was done 
following 1920, to safeguard the 
mails, but it is safe to say that 
adequate protection will be found 
and that these gigantic robberies 
will be brought to an end. 

Robberies like the recent holdup 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul train not only produce a stag- 
gering loss in themselves, but they 
have a far-reaching, demoralizing 
effect on the country. They in- 
spire by suggestion other holdups 
and stimulate lawlessness on a 
smaller and more juvenile scale. 
They must and will be stopped.

Editor Constitution: A dispatch pub- 
lished in The Constitution of June 18 
headed ‘‘Christian Science discontents atart 
new organization,’’ may misicad those of 
your readers who are not better informed, 
and I request that you kindly give space 
for the following authentic atatement: 

The so-called ‘‘Crristian Science parent 
eburch of the new generation’’ fe not any- 
thing new, nor has it been formed by a 
‘‘Alasenting minority’’ composed of memberea 
who have recently withdrawn from. the 
Mother Church, the First Church of Christ, 
fc-entist, in Roston, Mass. 

Mra. Annie C. Bill, who you atate ia the 
organizer and leader of this new church. 
withdrew her membership from the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in Keston, Feb- 
rvary, 1910. Since then Mrs, Bill has 
formed, disselved, and reconstructed a 
series of organizations in imitation of the 
church ‘founded by Mary Baker Eddy. 

Mr. John V. Dittemore, who is said {to 
heve actively assisted in organizing the 
new church, was removed from the board 
of directors of the Mother Church in Bos- 
ton, March 17, 1919. At that time Mr. 
Dittemore filed suit to compel the directors 
to restore him to office; but a decision of 
the full bench of the aupreme judicial 
court of Massachusetts dismissed the auit 
May 23, 1924, ruling that Mr. Dittemore 
nace been legally removed in accordance 
with the by-laws of the church. 

Although Mr. Dittmore did not withdraw 
hie membership from the Mother Church 
until after the court's decision of May 
23, 1924, he has bcen interested in Mrs. 
Bill’s activities since the summer of 1920. 
liowever, he has cnly become one of her 
ardent followers and trusted advisers during 


the last few months. 

At the annual meeting of the Mother 
church in Boston teld June 2, 1924, a vast 
audience of Christian scientists gathered 
fiym many widely separated parts of the 
world to express their gratitude to God for 
blessings received through the ministry of 
Christian science, ‘healing all manner of 
sickness and all marner of disezse among 
the people."

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HEALTH TALKS!

HIVES. 

Nettlerash, urticaria or hives come 
in three sizes, trial or sample size, 
household and hospital size. Then for 
exclusive. patrons we. hsve a speciai 
giant hives, sometimes called angio- 
neurotic edema. That doesn’t signify 
that only neurotics have giart ‘ives, 
however. The only generalization we 
‘can fairly make about hives is that 
only folks with wheals have hives in 
any way, shape or manner. Thats 
my positive declaration about hives 
and I mean to stick to it, provided 
the printers spell the word as I do. 
Of course, if they see fit to correct 
my spelling, as they so often do, I 
shall no be willing to fight anybody 
to uphold the. thesis. But I cannot 
state_the central fact too emphatic- 


ally: 1f you haven't got wheals you 
haven't got hives. 

A wheal is a—well, take a _ nice 
fresh vigorous young mosquito bite, 
or the bite of a flea if you prefer, 
that’s a typical wheal. It is described 
as a circumscribed elevation of skin 
dué to edema of the corium, The cor- 
ium is the true skin under .he epi- 
dermis. Edema means swelling from 
effusion of the serum of the blood 
(the watery part) through the blood 
vessel walls into the tissue. The fin- 
gernail test of a wheal is the same 
as that of edema (dropsical swelling) 
in general—pressure with the edge cf 
the fingernail leaves a slowly disap- 
pearing dent or putting. Wheals de- 
velop suddenly; First a reddened spot 
which itehes, and in an hour or !/ess 
the edematous swelling occurs,. 4 me- 
times in a few minutes or even a few 
seconds, while you are looking at it, 
[ had wheels—wheals, I mean, once, 
and it would have been good sport 
watching and betting where the next 
one was coming, had it only been 
some one else's skin. .-A wheal sel- 
dom lasts longer than an hour—but 
while it lasts it is not at all modest 
about making itself felt. Th2 more 
you seratch wheals the more wheals 
you'll have te seratch. Their cnar- 
acteristic tendency is to keep you 
guessing—they break out just where 
you are not scratching, and contrary 
to the logical deduction your best pol- 
ity is not to scratch anywhere sand 
then they won't break out with so 
much enthusiasm. Once in a whié a 
hive hangs on for two or three days, 
but that isn’t normal. After the sb- 
sidence of hives there is generally no 
desquamation or peeling of the skin 
such as follows other skin rashs; 
that is, unless the victim infects hir:.

Some individnals are predisposed to 
urticaria, or as the condition is now 
understood, sensitized. Others are 
more or Jess immune, perhaps show- 
ing little or no wheal formation ¢yeu 
from the bite of a mosquito or the 
sting of a bee. Aside from the !itile 
we know about sensitization, allergy 
or anaphylaxis, the peculiar reaction 
to the entrance of a minute amount 
of a foreign vrotein into the system 
of the sensitized individual, there 1s 
no satisfactory explanation of this 
variable susceptibility to hives,

Neither excessively hot nor excessive- 
ly cold things should be taken into 
the stomach. Cancer has been ascrib- 
ed to such irritation. You should 
drink eold water for thirst. Ieed bev- 
erages or ice, if frequently or habit- 
ually taken, will impair digestion. 

Piles. 

Can piles be cured without sur- 
gery? Do they turh into fistule? 
What causes piles? Will you please 
write on this subject? (M. B.) 

ANSWER—I have written on that 
subject. Send a stamped, self-address- 
ed envelope with your request and 
ll send you what I have written 
about it. Piles and fistula are dis 
tinct conditions, and not particularly 
related with each other. A consider- 
able share of all cases of assumed 
“piles” are not piles at all, but other 
disease conditions which require very 
different treatment.

SIX MEN KILLED! THREAT LETTERS SENT 


IN THUNDERSTORM 


Winston-Salem, N. C., June 24.— 
Six men, trapped by a thunderstorm 
in a shed near a quarry where they 
were working. about five and a half 
miles south of this city, were killed 
this afternoon either by a bolt of 
lightning, which struck the shed, o1 
from the effects of the explosion of 
about 150 pounds of dynamite stored 
in the shed. 

Those who were killed by the force 
of the explosion or who burned to 
death after the shed had caught fire 
were Charlie Miller, 50; Sam Miller, 
56; Julius Miller, 48; Clark Spaugh, 
~~; Isaac Clemmens, 22, and Bob 
Waggoner, negro, age about 50. 

Charlie Miller lived about three 
minutes after the arrival of ambu- 
lance and medical aid from this city. 
Clark Spaugh was very badly burned 
in the fire which caught after the ex- 
plosion. Two automobiles in the 
building were destroyed. The shed 
was completely demolished, not a 
rafter or corner post remaining in 
place. Pieces of scantling were 
found where they had been hurled 
more than 200 yards. Splinters and 
small pieces of wood were blown into 
the bodies of the men who were -them- 
= mangled almost beyond recogni- 
ion. 

There was no one near the shed at 
the moment the bolt from the sky 
darted down and touched the dyna- 
mite to its destructive energy, but 
the force of the explosion was felt as 
far away as two miles, according to 
testimony of persons who lived in the 
section. The shed was used _ for 
housing the quarry pumps. It was 
about 16 by 24 feet. Bodies of the 
victims were brought to this city for 
preparation for burial.

Death of Mixon 
Due to Suicide, 
Miner Believes : 


Oliver Mixon com- 
mitted suicide,’ Special Investigator 
Plenie Miner, attached to Solicitor 
General John A. Boykin's office, an- 
nounced Tuesday afternoon after a 
Jong conference with Sheriff J. A. 
McCurdy, of DeKalb county, and 
other officers working on the case. \ 

Those probing Mixon’s death have 
learned that for some time he has 
been laboring under an obsession that 
some one was foliowing him with the 
view of doing him bodily harm, but 
that he could give no coherent or in- 
telligent account of whom he sus- 
pected, n the motive for their in- 
juring hi 

“When he left the offices of the 
Phoenix Supply company last Thurs- 
day morning, he unquestionably was 
suffering from this hallucination, as 
he remarked to some fellow employees 
that ‘they were after him and would 
get him.’ This was just before hs 
left the office and was the last time 
he was seen alive by any one whio 
knew him,” Officer Miner stated. 

The next trace the investigating 
party found of Mixon was when he 
was picked up by John Eidson, a taxi 
driver, to whom Mixon appealed for 
a “lift.” After Mixon got in the car, 
he begged Fidson to take him where 
he could get a job, EFidson told the 
officers. Mixon got out of the taxi 
near where he was found in a stream 
of water just off Dunwoody road, 
with his throat slashed from ear to 
ear. 

No trace has been found of Mixon’s 
coat. nor his shoes or watch, the of- 
ficers said.

Glenn GuHedge, Raymond Shockley 
and Bill Rogers, white men of Spald- 
ing county, have been lodged in the 
county jail here on warrants charging 
murder following the shooting to 
death of Penny Westmoreland and 
the wounding of her husband, John 
Westmoreland, and one of her sons, 
Marcus Westmoreland, by a mob fate 
last night.

Providence, R. I. June 24—A 
move by: Governor Flynn today to 
end the deadlock in the Rhode. Island 
senate. met with a temporary setback, 
The house of representatives, after 
hearing his recommendation for the 
appointment of committees by the, 
house and senate to confer with him,?
